Calling attention to new Sec- 
jtion 121 of the Internal Reve- 
jnue Code, President Riccardi 
| explained that the seller must 
have owned and used the resi- 
dence five of the last eight 
years, and that such exemp- 
ition is available only once in 
a taxpayer's lifetime. He made 
ithe explanation as a public 
lservice on the basis of infor- 
imation supplied by the Na- 
tional Association of Real 
Estate Boards with which the 
Upland-Ontario Board of Real- 
tors is affiliated. 


A widow or widower would 
meet the five to eight year 
test if the deceased spouse, 
had he lived, would have met 
the requirement, Mr. Riccardi 
said. However, he added, the 
surviving spouse must be age 
65 or over for this exclusion 
to apply. 

The new section applies to 
dispositions made after Dec. 
31, 1963, for taxable years 





ending after that date, Mr. 
Ricardi said. 
Cooperative apart- 


ments qualify as principal res- 
idences under this provision, 
and, where only part of the 
Property is used as a princi- 
pal residence during the five 
and eight year period, only 
the gain on the residential 
portion qualifies for the bene- 
fits of the new section, he 
said. 

An individual is considered 
to be married or single ac-

considered as married, he 
said. 





Real Estate Sales 
Trend Continues 


Sales figures issued by the 
Upland-Ontario Board of 
Realtors as of June 30 reveals 
the continued trend upward in 
real estate business activity. 

In comparing the period of 
April, May and June, 1963, to 
the same Period this year, the 
sales volume has jumped from 
$1,827,770 to $2,241,114. 

The average sales price in 
the same three month period 
last year was $15,106 compared 
with $16,600 this year. Listings 
showed a slight increase from 
373 to 378 and the number of 
reported sales jumped from 
121 to 135.

Recommendation 


As noted at the outset of this 
report, many people refer to 
the study area as the “Bar- 
rio."" The translation of this, 
according to the New Revised 
Velazques Spanish and Eng- 
lish Dictionary, is ‘‘a district 
or Ward into which a large 
town or city is divided.” It is 
recommended, since one of the 
reasons for this report is to re- 
duce the effect of the isolation 
af the study area, that the 
name “Barrio” no longer be 
used to define the area. A 
more appropriate designation, 
if one must be used, would be 
the name “‘Arbol Verde Tract” 
(Montclair presently uses this 
name). Translated in the 
above named dicti , this 
means “Green Tree Tract” 
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
